0- FOREWORD 

0*1 This Indian Standard was adopted by the Indian Standards Institu- 
tion on 20 February 1967, after the draft finalized by the Jute and Jute 
Products Sectional Committee had been approved by the Textile 
Division Council. 

0,2 As DW-flour jute cloth is one of the items of export, this standard is 
intended to cover its quality control and pre-shipment inspection as 
well. 

0^3 This standard contains clauses 3.1, 4*2, 5,1, 6.1 and Note in Table 1 
which call for agreement between the buyn and tlu: seller, 

0,4 All quantities and dimensions in this standard have been expressed 
in the metric system. However, corresponding values in the fps system 
have also been given within brackets, wheiever nccessaiy, for the guid- 
ance of overseas consumers. 

0,5 For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of 
this standard is complied with, the final value, observed or calculated, 
expressing the result ufa test, shall be rounded off in accordance with 
IS : 2-1960*. The number of significant places retained in the roundrd 
off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this 
standard. 



1. SCOPE 

1,1 This standard prescribes the constructional details and other parti- 
culars of DW-flour jute doth. 

2. TERMINOLOGY 

2.1 For the purpose of this standard, the porter shall mean the value 
obtained by counting in a finished DW-flour jute dotli, the number of

3. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

3,1 The DW-ftour jutr cloth shall be woven with jute yarn in double 
warp, plain wravc. The cloth shall be generally of uniform construc- 
tion. Its selvedges should be firm and straight. The cloth shall be 
without stripes or shall have stripes as agreed to between the buyer and 
the seller. 

3^2 The cloth should be generally free from weaving defects such as 
holes, cuts, tears, floats, crushed selvedge, spots and stains. 

4. SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS 

4.1 The DW-flour 'jute doth shall conform to the requirements laid 
down in Table I. 

4.2 Length — The length of cloth in a bale shall either conform to the 
requirements of 4.1.8 of IS : 2873-1966t or be not less than the length as 
agreed to between the buyer and the seller. 

4.2,1 The length of cloth in a bale shall be determined by the 
method prescribed in B-5 of IS : 3667-1966* 

4.3 Contract Regain — The contract moisture jcgain shall be 20 
percent, 

5. PACKING AND MARKING 

5,1 The DW-flour jute cloth shall be packed in bales and marked as 
laid down in IS : 2873-1 966t or as specified in the agreement between 
the buyer and the seller. 

5.1.1 The bales may also be marked with the ISI Certification Mark. 

Note — The use of the ISI Certification Mark 10 governed by the proviaiona 
or the Indian Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Act, and the Rules and 
Regulations made thereunder. Presence of this mark on products covered by an 
Indian Standard conveys the Assurance that they have been produced to comply 
with the requirements of that standard, under a well-defined system of inspection, 
testing and quality control during production. This svstem, which is devised and 
supervised by I SI and oi>eratod by tho producer, has the further safeguard that the 
products as actually marketed are contmuously checked by ISI for conformity to 
the standard. Details of conditions, under which a lioenee for th* use of the ISI 
Certification Mark may be granted to manufacturers or processors, may be obtain* 
ed from the lAdtan Standards Institution.

6. SAMPLING AND INSPECTION 

6.1 Unless otherwise agreed to between the buyer and the seller, the 
procedure for sampling shall be as given in Appendix A of IS : 3667- 
1966* and the proi-cdurc for testing and insprction shafU be as given in 
Appendix B of IS : 3667-1966*.

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7. CRITERIA FOR CONFORMITY 

7.1 The lot shall be ((Uisiciricd as conloiming to the requirement! of 
thr standard, if the Ibllowiriv; conditions arc satisfied: 

a) The total of the correct< d net weight of the balci under test is 
not less than the total contract net weight of the bales. 

b) The length olilotli in each bale under test is not less than the 
specified length ( sec 4.2 ). 

c) No bale contains more than two medium cuts and one short 
piece or three medium cuts. 

d) The average moisture regain percent of the cuts under test does 
not exceed the specified percentage {see Table 1 ). 

e) The average oil content percent of the cuts under test does not 
exceed the specified percentage {see Table 1 )• 

f) The average warpway and weftway breaking load values of the 
cuts under test are not less than the requirements specified (see 
Table 1 ). 

g) The average values of weight per square metre, ends pe; deci- 
metre, and picks per decimetre for the cuts under test are in 
accordance with the requirements specified {see Table 1 ). 

h) No measurement of the test sample is less than the specified 
width or more than the specified width plus tolerance {see 
Table 1 ),
